in 
t h r e e way s—b y frictio n , 
by ch emical, 
an d b y dy n am ic actio n .

seco n d o f th ese fo rces wh ich 
Pro f. 
Lo uis Fav o u r b ro u g h t to 
the atten tio n 
o f h is larg e au dien ce last ev en in g 
in 
the o p era h o u se. 
The first part o f his disco urse was o n 
the co mbina tio n and sepa ra tio n o f the 
ga ses which co mpo se the water 
we 
drink and the air wo brea th, arid very 
many curio us results fo llo wed their 
co mbina tio n with o ther substances, de­ 
velo ping stra nge pro perties and 
new 
pro ducts 
The Pro fesso r’s expla na tio n 
o f the disco veries and inventio ns a lo ng 
this line was very interesting. 
The seco nd part o f the lecture was 
o n the subject o f ga lva nic electricity 
and magnetism. 
This was illustrated
